Pleading guilty to the murder of Ed­ 
gar Hess, a former Gettysburg boy, in 
Harrisburg on December 18 last, W il­ 
liam J. Thompson war sentenced

day in Dauphin County

solitary confinement 
at hard labor. 


The Gettysburg boy was shot after 
an argument over some trivial matter 
by Thompson who is said to have been 
very drunk at the time.

INMOUNTAIN 


Detectives Capture Sldna Ed­ 


wards, One of Allen Clan. 


SAY OTHERS ARE 
LOCATED 


P riso n er 
Says 
H e 
Surrendered 
Be­ 


cause He Took No P a rt In Shooting 


In Court House. 


Hillsville, Va., March 23.—Sldna Ed­ 
wards, nephew of Sidna Allen, and one 
of the Allen gang which took to the 
m ountains after th e court house assas­ 
sinations here, was arrested at Lambs- 
burg, Va., near the '♦.orth 
Carolina 
line, without resistance, by a posse of 
(electives. 
E dw ards reached Hillsville in the 
custody of detectives and was im m e­ 
diately placed in jail. He would make 
no statem ent. Jasp er Allen, known as 
Jack, a brother of Sidna Allen, Joined 
young Edwards aud the detectives on 
the road and cam e 
into town with 
them . 
Edwards was not handcuffed 
aud appeared very docile. 
Edw ards at first objected to being 
placed in a cell, but the jailer, Bur­ 
nett, insisted, and he subm itted. The 
prisoner said he had voluntarily sur- 
tendered to the authorities because 
he "had taken no part in the shoot­ 
ing." He is under indictm ent, however, 
for murder. 
W hen 
Ja sp er Allen was asked if 
young Edwards was arm ed, he laugh­ 
ed and said: "The* boy wouldn’t carry 
a gun if It were given to him. He it 
too peaceable.” 
It is believed that Jasjcer Allen may 
have had som ething to do with young 
Edwards* surrender and that he may 
advise others of the clan to do like­ 
wise. 
Edwards plainly showed the ef­ 
fects of several hard nights in the 
mountains. 
The capture leads to the belief that 
others of the m ountaineers soon will 
he in custody. They are believed to 
Ice in the vicinity of Lam bsburg, a 
small village at Hie foot of th** moun­ 
tains and about tw elve miles north­ 
west of Mount Airy, N. C., Just below 
the Virginia line. This section is sev 
eral miles to the west of where the 
outlaw s were supposed to have been 
two days ago. 
Sidna Edw ards is twenty-two years 
old, and a splendid type of the young 
m ountaineer. He stands over six feet 
in height, w* ighs between IHC* and ISO 
pounds, has dark hair and blue eyes. 
At first a reward of only (30u was 
offered for his capture, but after the 
thorough investigation made by the 
state authorities as to his participation 
in the shooting, Governor Mann in­ 
creased the amount to $loOO, the sam e 
as offered for the capture, dead or 
alive, of Hirina Allen, leader of the 
clan.

was arrested by 
Tom Felts and W. W. Phauts, detec­ 
tives, who had been in the mountains 
sinc e last Tuesday.

A sore foot had troubled him
